It is understood 
that both shipments were handled 
in cut-rate and cheap merchandise 
stores, 


TAKE UP ANTIMONY 


Cooking of fruits in enamelware 
pots and pans is especially decried 


by Dr, Jenkins, who stated today | 


that if the fruit is allowed to stand 
in the pot or pan the contents take 
up the antimony in the enamel- 
ware, with sometimes fatal results. 

Every store in the city handling 
enamleware 1s being visited during 
the day and the chemist of the 
health department, who is now in 
the east, is to visit the factory con- 
cerned and look into the matter 
there. The enamelware in ques- 
tion is Canadian made. 

Meantime Dr. Jenkins is issuing 
warnings to hardware men and 
others dealing in this particular 
class of goods to keep it from sale. 
and is also issuing a gencral warn- 
ing to users of enamelware in gen- 
eral to take particular care, es- 
pecially in regard to cooking fruits 
or other acid containing foods in 
enamelware containers.

guard.

TRAFFIC, NOT PRAYERS 

Hon. C. H. Cahan, secretary of state, 
says he is “praying to heaven” that the 
railwaymen will not go on strike and tie 
up the transportation lines. He should 
have been praying for light to dawn on the 
councils of the Government of Canada 
when he and his colleagues were es | 
policies which killed trade at home an 
abroad and left the railways without traf- 
fic to handle. 

Having destroyed the business that gave 
the railways their revenue and the railway- 
men their employment, it is not either very 
helpful or very respectful to pray now 
that heaven will make the railwaymen 
consent to stand the consequences of that 
folly without protest. Neither heaven nor 
the railwaymen put the railways in their 
present plight, and it doesn't rest with 

ither of those quarters to rescue and re- 
store them. ° 

If Mr. Cahan is as seriously concerned 
as he claims to be and seems to be, he 
should persuade his associates to re-enact 
the Dunning budget measures, pull down 
the impassable barriers they have built 
against imports and exports, and give our 
army of unemployed men a chance to earn 
buying power. That would dispel any 
need of wage-cutting, and the railway 
strike threat. The railway managements 
and the railwaymen would be too busy 
hustling traffic to waste time fighting 
each other. 


THANKSGIVING 

Thanksgiving Day finds the people of 
Canada in a curious predicament. Baldly 
stated, the question is: Should we be 
thankful that we have so much of this 
world’s goods, or should we regard that 
as a handicap and a cause of distress? 

The official and orthodox view, in Can- 
ada and elsewhere, is that we are afflicted 
with a plague of “too much”. That was 
the decision of the representatives of the 
exporting countries who met in London 
and framed an agreement to arbitrarily 
restrict the sale and production of wheat. 
It is the view of the Government of the 
United States, which is hiring farmers to 
plow under cotton and corn, slaughter 
hogs by the million, and cut down wheat 
acreage. It is the view of the Government 
of Brazil, which has been throwing coffee 
into the sea or burning it. 

The idea is that the abounding supplies 
of these — and other — commodities are 
things to be regretted, and that the only 
way to restore prosperity is to “sabotage” 
the surplus quantities and make them 
scarce. There cannot be much thankful- 
ness in quarters where that idea prevails. 
People cannot be thankful for distress, nor 
for what they think causes distress. 

But human instinct leads where human 
logie fails. Men and women instinctively 
feel that the bounty of Providence cannot 
have brought this widespread want and 
misery upon this and other lands. He has 
provided the supplies. We have not had 
the wit or the will to find a way to distri- 
bute them where they are required. That 
is the problem of our day and generation. 
While we give thanks that there is wealth 
to distribute, it is ours to discover how 
this may he done. 

Thanksgiving Day should also be a day 
of high resolve that some system will be 
worked out by which the blessings so 
lavishly showered upon this nation shall 
he put within reach of every one who is 
willing to contribute his share of the work 
that hastobedone. =e 


WHERE IS THAT CHEAP 
MONEY?

The Passing Show 


By J. 8. Cowper 


My brain reeling from the arguments end 
counter-arguments of nine different groups of war: 
ring politicians in the B.C. elections, I drove out 
tonight for peace to the great Astro-physical ob. 
servatory at Saanich. On @ quiet hill-top nearly 
a thousand feet above the sea, the never-sleeping 
eye of the great telescope gazes quietly into the 
heavens, no matter what the turmoil below. Now 
I can get my mind back upon some mundane 
topics. Yet I'd frist like to note some of the things 
I saw. 

*  & 
The giant telescope with its six-feet mirror, 
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Aquilae, with little light, for it is invisible 
naked eye, calls for ten hours of exposure. 
Aquilla is approximately 100 tight years a 
the Seanich Peninsula. A light yeer is six 
million miles. 

During the ten hours of exposure, the 
on the move, and the telescope has to compensete 
for the movement. An amateur's attempt at star- 
photography will show a white line instead of a 
white point in a time exposure. Logarithms must 
be worked out to enable the three electric motors 
to be set so that the vibrationless machinery will 
keep the eye of the telscope poinfed on that pin- 
point of a star while the earth is revolving on its 
axis. 
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I did get a look at Sigma Aquila during the 
process, and saw through the prisms the spectro- 
scopic divisions of Sigma Aquila's light. This not 
only shows the composition of the star, but among 
other things, reveals whether the star is approach- 
ing to or receding from the earth and at what 
speed. 

Astronomers use phenomena familiar to the 
motorist who may have remarked how the horn 
of a fast approaching car has a higher note than 
after it has passed on. The reason is that the 
sound waves are quickened when the two cars are 
coming together, by the speed of their approach. 
In so doing they take on a higher note. After the 
cars have passed their sound waves are retarded 
by the speeds of the departing cars, and the note 
is deepened. 

So too, the approaching star shows a slightly 
different division of its light in the spectrum, than 
when stationary, and different still when it is re- 
ceding. Sigma Aquila is coming towards us at 
present at tremendous speed—faster than a Regina 
street car. 


Through a hundred-inch telescope some impres- 
sive views of the mountains and craters of the 
moon were obtained. Though the moon is only 
2000 miles across, its mountains rise almost sheer— 
some of them six and seven miles high. The craters 
are six and seven miles deep. Some of them are a 
hundred miles across. A number of them have 
cones in centre rising several thousand feet. 
is something quite unknown on earth, and appears 
to support the volcanic theory of the moon. 
surface is strongly reminiscent of the boiling, 
bubbling porridge that mother used to make— 
though the moon is now celd and barren, without 
water or atmosphere or sign of life. 

Some of the photographic and research work 
done at the Saanich Observatory under Dr. Plas- 
kett, is remarkable even in astronomical circles. 
There are photographs of worlds in the making, of 
nebulae and star-mist. One plate of a distant sun, 
so far away that it is out of sight to the naked 
eye, may give some idea of the vastness of the 
Universe. 

This particular star or sun, has no name as yet. 
It is known among the astronomers only by num- 
ber. It is number 6.1309. Yet six, decimal one 
three nought nine is computed to have a bulk 
equal to 157 of our sun. 

Its heat is beyond any man-made pyrometer to 
withstand. The heat of the sun is 10.000 degrees— 
far beyond the melting point of anything on this 
earth. But star 61309 has a heat of 36.000 degrees. 

Daring men are talking of trying a rocket flight 
to the moon, as Alcock and Browne, fifteen years 
ago, made the first daring flight across the Atlantic, 
Star 6.1309 is 10,000 light years away. A light year, 
as was remarked before, is six million million 
miles. 

Perhaps it would be easier to express it in terms 
of aviation—the fastest form of travel we yet 
know of. An aviator, flying at the rate of 120 
miles an hour, night and day without a stop for 
food or sleep or gasoline, would take 57,000,000 
years to fly from earth to star 6.1309, 


There were just two of us who drove out to- 
gether. The other chap was an American lawyer 
named Murphy, who had read Sir James Jeans’ 
books, had learned to know the stars by lying on 
his back with a field glass to his eyes, and wanted 
to look through a really business-like telescope. He 
had been greatly impressed at the World's fair by 
the feat of opening the doors of the Fair by light 
from the star Arcturus, some forty light years 
awey. Arcturus, with Vega, Lyra and Sirius, is 
among the brightest stars in our northern skies. 

We had a taxi driver, and the texi driver had 
opinions. On his way back he aired some of them. 
“All them chaps” (meaning the astronomers), he 
said, “are atheists.” He spat out of the window in 
disgust. 

“No; no,” said Murphy. “These men who see 
the great Universe and know its laws, believe there 
is a Maker. But they can't see these millions of 
worlds greater than our own and gtill believe in 
someone who wants you to go down on your knees 
and he'll help you find a job, or who gets sore be- 
cause some day you eat sausages instead of fried 
herring. I used to be a praying man myself. 1 
don't pray now, but I have a bigger notion of God 
than I used to have.” 

I thought of some of the wonders I have seen 
with the microscope, of the spectacle of metallic 
colloids seen through an ultra-micruscupe, like tiny 
worlds each revolving on its axis, of molecules be- 
yond microscopic view, like tiny solar systems with 
negative protons like planets revolving round eech 
electric positive electron or sun, 

And now | wonder if these warring groups of 
politicians are not fulfilling some law of progress.

WINTER WALKS 
Now that the bad weather is approeching,

garments, even though it is quite cold out of doors. 
No matter what you are doing or accomplishing in 
life, you ca nmake a better success if you will keep 
yourself in good training. Everyone should be in 
top-notch condition all of the time, and I do not 
know of any better form of exercise for accom- 
plishing this than plain old-fashioned outdoor 
walking. Even athletes, regardless of their capac- 
ity, always include a great deal of walking in their 
training exercise because they réalize how import- 
ant walking is for building up their endurance and 
improving their lung capacity. 

When one walks, stands or sits in an improper 
position, some of the vertebrae grow into poor 
positions, making a gradual impingement upon the 
spinal nerves. This gives plenty of work for the 
osteopath and chiropractor to do, and these sci- 
ences have succeeded to a remarkable degree be- 
cause of the good that they do with the treatments 
of the spine for correcting the faulty position of the 
vertebrae. If one learns.to walk correctly, how- 
ever, these misplacements can iargely be prevent- 
ed. 

One of the most common mistakes made in 
walking is to walk with the toes pointed outward. 
It is a well-known architectural fact that a structure 
is as weak as its foundation. Now, the habit of 
walking with your toes pointed out produces fallen 
arches. This, in turn, tilts the pelvis ¢o such an ex- 
tent that it is necessary for the spine to form an 
unnatural curve to preserve the body balance. If 
you wish to gain the greatest efficiency, try to walk 
with your toes pointed straight ahead. When walk- 
ing, be sure that your shoes are built for comfort 
rather than for appearance. 

At the start, one should begin walking a quarter 


of a mile a day, gradually increasing the distance . 
by a quarter of a mile each succeeding week. It is | 


much better to begin gradually and increase the 
distance than to try to walk different distances 
every day. During your walk remember that the 
fresh air is one of the most importent reasons for 
your taking the walk. Practice breathing in during 
five steps, holding your breath two steps, then 
breathe out during five steps and hold the breath 
out during two steps. If you will do this, taking 
in a little guip of air each time with each step 
and breathing out the same way, you will find 
that it is not very long before you are able to ac- 
commodate twice as much air in your lungs with 
comfort as you are doing now. 

Do not give up your walking during unpleasant 


| weather simply because it requires a little more 


effort to exert yourself to go out of doors. Resolve 
a keep yourself in good condition the whole year 
round. Before you know it, you will find that you 


| are enjoying what you now consider unpleasant 


weather and you ‘will find that walking in the 
rain or walking in the cold is an exhilarating ex- 
perience.

THE GREAT MIRAMICHI FIRE 
On this date, in 1825, New 
Brunswick was visited by its 
greatest calamity. It had been a 
dry summer. A long drought had 
parched the timber to tinder. For 
two months not a drop of rain had 
fallen and the streams were 
shrunken to rivulets. Numerous 
small fires had laid waste woods 
and farms and filled the air with 
stifling smoke. The Government 
House at Fredericton was burn- 
ed. On October 7 the fires spread; 
a storm of flame swept over the 
country for 60 miles from the 
Miramichi to the Bay de Chaleur. 
A pitchy darkness covered the 
sky; lurid flames swept over the 
earth, consuming the forests, 
farms, houses, barns, crops, every- 
thing in its path. The towns of 
Newcastle and Douglas were re- 
duced to ashes; several ships on 
the stocks were consumed. 
Resistance was in vain and ¢s- 
cape almost impossible. The only 
hope of evading the tornado of 
fire was to plunge into the rivers 
and marshes and cower in the 
water or ooze until the wave of

Have Lived Here Thirty 
Years 


To live happily ever after was 
always the romantic conclusion to 
the old fairy tales, but when one 
hears of the bride and bridegroom 
of sixty years ago, and reads that 
they, today, celebrate their diamond 
wedding anniversary, it is proof 
that such stories come true. Many 
old-timers in Edmonton and the 
wide circle of friends of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. E. Croft extend congratu- 
lations today upon the occasion of 
their diamond wedding anniver- 


Mr. and Mrs. Croft were married 
in Jamestown, New York, October 
7, 1873, and after spending several 
years in the United States and 
then England, they returned to the 
new land. For the past thirty years 
they have resided in Edmonton, on 
the south side. 

Mr. Croft, or “Dad Croft,” as he 
is more familiarly known, was born 
in Wangford, Suffolk, 83 years ago. 
He came to America in April, 1871, 
sailing aboard the SS. City of 
Brooklyn to Jamestown, N.Y.,. and 
taking two weeks to make the ocean 
voyage. In those days to make a 
living in the new country involved 
much hardship and struggle, but 
two years later Mr. Croft was able 
to send for Miss Lucy Ward, of 
Garboldisham, Norfolk and, upon 
her arrival, they were married in 
Jamestown, culminating a romance 
begun years before in England. 

Two children were born to them 
in the United States, but word of 
the illness of Mr. Croft's father in 
England recalled the family to their 
former home. When they arrived 
it was to learn the sad news that 
Mr. Croft Sr. had died three weeks 
before they came. 

For a number of years they con- | 
tinued their sojourn in England, | 
where two more children were 
born. Later, with their family, 
they returned to live in Canada,; 
and came to Strathcona. 

Mr. Croft is a carpenter by trade, 
and several of the older houses on | 
the South Side were built by him. 
He is still actively employed and | 
the work he does is most remark- 
able and would be a credit to any- 
one. He is an Oddfellow, and a

BALDNESS—PART I! 
We discussed the various causes

first step in home treatment is to 
put an end to any of the possible 


| causes which may be increasing the 
| tendency, 
}such as a closely fitting derby or 
jsmall felt hat should be replaced 


Thus a hard, tight hat 


by something softer, lighter and 
brush it into place should be 
jgiven up. Then, before making any 
|local application to the hair or 
scalp, any scurfy scales or greasy 
| matter on the scalp, blocking up the 
months of the tiny pits in which 


the hair roots are embedded, must | 


| be removed, A simple way to ac- 
;complish this is to shampoo the 
head well with a good liquid tar or 
|tineture of green soap, massaging 
the scalp thoroughly with the 
fingertips in the process, and using 
several rinsings afterwards. If 
| necessary, any crusts present may 
te softened by first applying warm 
olive oil before the tar shampoo 

If, as in true “idiopathic” pre- 
mature baldness, that is, baldness | 
from no apparent cause, the scalp 
is clean, an effort should be made 
to improve the local circulation, and 
to loosen the scalp on the skull by 
massage Every night apply hot 
towels to the scalp for five or ten 


minutes and then massage thor- | 
oughly in all directiéns with the 
fingertips for another five or ten 


minutes. When the scalp is warm 
and tingling as the result of this 
treatment the followitig scalp tonic 
may be rubbed in with the finger- 
tips: Tincture of jaborandi, % 
ounce tincture of ciantharides, '%, 
tincture of capsicum, 10 
drops; bay rum, 2 ounces; rose- 
water, 8 ounces. Shake well. Have 
your druggist mix the scalp tonic 
for you. 

Twice or three times a week the 
following oily scalp cream may be 
used; | dram salicyclic acid, 1 dram 
boric acid, 4 ounces petrolatum, 10 
minims oil of cinnamon, 20 minims 
oil of bergamot. Rub the salicyclic | 
acid and the boric acid in a bow!| 
with a little of the petrolatum, then 
add the remainder of the petrola- | 
tum and other oils. Apply a little! 
of the salve to the scalp and mas- 
sage it in well with the tips of the 
fingers. Apply the hot towels first. 
Then while the scalp is warm rub_ 
in the salve and massage thor- 
| oughly. 

Daily brushing for twenty min 
utes to‘half an hour with a net too 
stiff hair brush will have a valuable 
‘tonie effect in the case of excessive 
falling of the hair. When the scalp 
is tightly bound down and the local 
circulation is poor, electrical treat 
ment to the scalp sometimes gives 
good results

Saul In Damascus 


Seriptare—Acts 9:1-32 
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Having scattered the church at Jerusalem, Saul 
set out for Damascus, 160 miles away, “breathing 
threatening and slaughter against the disciples,” 
when suddenly Christ appeared to him at noonday, 
saying, “Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? 1 
am Jesus whom thou persecutest.” Immediately 
Saul surrendered. 


At the stoning of Stephen, the first Christian 
martyr, the witnesses laid down their garments 
at the feet of a young man named Saul, who thus 
officially presided over that execution. From that 
time Saul became the leader of the persecution 

against “the people of the way” as the Christians 
were first called. 


Saul was blinded by the vision and was led 
helpless into Damascus when a disciple named An- 
anias visited him, addressing him “Brother Saul.” 
After three days fasting and prayer he was bap- 
tized and received his sight again. 


Immediately Saul began “proclaiming Jesus that 
he is the Son of God.” As a result he met with 
the same persecution he had inflicted upon the 
Christians. To escape its violence he was let down 
from the wall of the city in a basket and after some 
time returned to Tarsus.

The Pontiff is seriously consider- 
ing such an extension in the hope 
that-economic betterment will per- 
mit many more pilgrims from far- 
away countries, especially! America, 
to journey to Rome before the Holy 
Year closes.

| include a number of important 
ceremonies which would now fall 
outside the Holy Year. 
According to the proclamation of 
the Pope, the Holy. Year, which 
opened with solemn ceremony on 
April 2, would end on April 2, 1934. 
It is now considered likely that a 
new papal proclamation will extend 
the religious year at least until June | 
15, 1934. 
While thousands of pilgrims from 
all parts of the world come to Rome 
to win the special dispensations, the 
world-wide economic crisis kept | 
thousands of other devout Catholics 
from making the journey. | 
Numerous appeals for an exten- 
sion of the Holy Year have been re- 
ceived. 
The addition of several months to | 
the religious year would also permit | 
the inclusioon of a number of beau- | 
tifications and canonizations which | 
otherwise would have to take place | 
after the close. } 
The commemoration of the death | 
of Christ has been marked by many | 
extraordinary religious ceremonics. | 
Four times during the Holy Year, | 
Pope Pius went outside the terri- |

The term Fair Catch is simply 
described as a catch made within

A foul is any infringement of a 
rule.

Scragging is a term used to des- 
cribe the tacking or holding around 
the neck or head of an opponent 
This is Rough Play. 

Duration of Play is the time a| 
play is in progress and the hall is 
put into play by a scrimmage or 
Kick Off until it is declared dead!

A Dribbled Bal! means kicking a|
